How Hongkong Saw It In. 


Ths year 1931 was given an 
equally joyous reception in Hong. 
kong as any of its predecesaors, 
Apart from private parties, there 
was not a great deal organised, 
though tha dance at the Repulse 
Bay Hotel was the main feature.

An Eventful Year. 


The following is from CAnrcé 
Notes (St John’s Cathedral 
Mazazine):-— é 

The past year bas been an 
eventful one in the history of 
the diocesa and the Cathedral. 
Change of Bishops is always a 
greateventin as diocase.. Let us 
remember that aa we prayed that 
tue right man might ba appointed 
tothe diocese so now we musi 
erdeavour to sustain him by our 
pragers. [tis adifficul: post to 
be Bishop of this diocese with a 
population of 70,000,000 and an 
avea of 409,000 square miles, and 
it is mot easy to master the 
language which is the firs: 
essential tothe discharge of the 
Episcopal office. 

The past year has also geen 
the need of some place- for 
meetings and classes and enter- 
tainments in connection with the 
Cathedral. at last met’ by the 
erection of the Cathedral Hall. 

The generous endowment fund 
of Sir Paul Chater which was 
given las; April will have done 
much towards putting the 
finances of the Cathedral on a 
sounder basis. Tho interest from 
this endowment will be payable 
next April. 

The year past has secon the 
commencement of the erection of 
the memoryisl in the compornd to 
those Hongkong mea who fell in 
the War. The reredos which Mrs. 
Bowdler has promised has not 
ye: been erected, owing to the 
difficulty of getting suitable plans, 
but the design was agreed opon 
several months ago and we hope 
the reredos will be in position some 
time this year. During the year 
past we have once again been 
able to secure the help of an- 
assistant Chaplains: and Mr. 
Holman is already well known 
amongst us. As the Senior 
Chaplain expects to so home on 
leave in April, some arrangement 
for clerica} assistsnce ought 
to be made, for it is not 
right “fo expect one priest to 
carry om the work of the 
Cathedral single handed. Thare 

ught to be at least two priests 
always “here at the Cathedral. 
is tu be hoped that” adequate wn 
rangements will. bo made during 
this year to place the income of 
the Bishop oma satisfactory basis, 
and to solve the qnestion ofan 
Episcopal residence. 

The want of a house for the 
Chaplain is another need which 
hinders the work of the church 
here and which ought to receive 
attention. It ig a matter for 
surprise that St. John’s Cathedral 
has never yet had any clergy 
house connected with it and it is 
in this matter in a worse position 
than the other churches in the 
Colony; 

The Gathedral and the Cathe- 
dral Hall.—The Hall will prob- 
ably be ‘finished some time in 
January. But it not certain at 
the time of writing exactly how 
soon it will be ready for opening.
